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OUR FRONTISPIECE 
ETHEL MARION FAIR

If the long inquiring finger of a Quiz 
program on the airways should seek you 
out and ask ‘‘What is a librarian?’ what 
would your answer be? It is probable that 
no such question would be asked and from 
the Quiz Fizzles sometimes published it 
would seem probable that some of the in- 
habitants of the airways are totally unaware 
of libraries and librarians. But what would 
you say: the girl who stamps books behind 
the library counter; anyone who works in a 
library; a scholar behind a library desk; 
someone who likes to read; or (as a college 
boy has been heard to say) “the one who 
hides the books on us”? 

But if this hypothetical question should be 
asked of Ethel Fair her response, assumed 
on the basis of her work and the testimony 
of her friends, might conceivably run as fol- 





lows: “‘A librarian is a person who is inter- 
ested in gathering and marshalling materials 
for thinking and is very much interested in 
helping others to do the same.” It is note- 
worthy first that she would say, not just 
“someone’’, but a person, the word con- 
noting individuality, character, resourceful- 
ness and dignity. She is a “real person”’ 
herself. Her work interests her intensely 
and she puts much vigor and energy into it. 
Having a quick, analytical mind she has 
great capacity for organization and _ thor- 
oughly enjoys meeting the challenge of 
diffusion. She enjoys the discipline of work. 
But this is not all her life. She knows too, 
the satisfactions of leisure; of music; of 
personal reading; of friends; of gardening; 
of hiking; of collecting; and manages time 
for them. She has belonged to such different 
organizations as the Outers Club (hiking) 
of Wisconsin, the League of Women Voters 
and the American Institute of Graphic Arts. 

Some twenty years ago perhaps, Miss 
Fair began collecting the interesting pic- 
torial maps which were becoming available 
at that time. It led her in many directions, 
but her chief interest has always been in the 
maps which tie-in with some special human 
interest, like the filmy silk handkerchief maps 
made for the pilots of the Air Force to carry 
when flying over enemy territory, in World 
War II. If captured, a pilot’s handkerchief 
did not appear as a map and was easily 
disposable in any case. Not all of her many 
maps are as interesting but all have, for her, 
some special human-interest quality, from 
copies of the maps of Ptolemy to modern 
gas-station historical-interest picture maps. 

She has, too, a deep interest in human 
beings, their problems and reactions, and 
no one is quicker than she in acclaiming and 
responding to the triumphs of her friends. 
Students under her care have been assured 
of understanding and sympathy and she has 
taken great pains to see that they were 
socially and emotionally fitted for the posi- 
tions to which they went. One of her special 
interests has been in helping foreign students 
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and she has kept their friendship through 
later correspondence. The gathering and 
marshalling of materials is a librarian’s 
bread and butter job whoever or wherever 
he may be. For this Miss Fair has a special 
flair. In her particular field she has a broad 
knowledge of currents of thought and trends, 
and the patience to follow them through. 

From 1918, when she was a special in- 
vestigator in a cost of living survey for the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, to 1944 when she 
was invited to Massachusetts to participate 
in a survey of the Division of Public Li- 
braries (of the Massachusetts Department 
of Education) and its three regional library 
centers she was, according to a co-worker, 
“most adroit in getting her materials and — 
(had) — special ability in organizing them 
for publication.” 

In 1922 Miss Fair went to Madison, 
Wisconsin, as Field Visitor for the Wisconsin 
State Library Commission and at the same 
time as Assistant Professor in the Wisconsin 
Library School. Her work as Field Visitor 
took her about the state, and like the postal 
service ‘‘Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, 
nor gloom of night” could keep her from 
visiting libraries, many very small ones, to 
give help and advice. Here her interest in 
people had scope for it was often necessary 
to deal tactfully with trustees, city fathers, 
and the general public as well as with the 
librarians. She has amusing tales to tell 
of her efforts to get old and worn-out books 
out of circulation. 


In her connection with the school she had 
advisory supervision over the library stu- 
dents doing practice work in the field. 
Some of these students labored under the 
handicap of coming from other countries 
and it is possible that her later interests in 
foreign students stemmed from this time. 
In her service as Assistant Professor in the 
school she taught courses in Administration 
and in Children’s Work, and conducted a 
department for boys and girls in, and re- 
viewed books for, the Wisconsin Library 
Bulletin. She also took her part in summer 
workshops for librarians of the state. These 
were full and interesting years. When she 
left there in 1927 the Wisconsin Bulletin said: 

“Miss Fair has been a notable figure in the life 

of the school not only in residence teaching, 

but also in extension work, vigorous, able, alert 
and kindly, with a liberal understanding and 
interpretation of her work which has been an 


inspiration to her colleagues as well as to her 
students.”

Miss Fair in 1928 took her certificate from 
the Graduate Library School of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, then in its infancy, and 
some years later returned there on a Carnegie 
Fellowship and took her M.A. About this 
time she edited ‘Countrywide Library 
Service.” This was ‘‘an attempt to gather 
together the valuable articles originating in 
progressive thinking for library extension 
which have been lost in widely scattered 
publications; to bring them into focus . . , 
and serve as a starting point for even more 
adequate patterns of library service for all 
people in the future.”” Without doubt this 
effort has left its mark, steering the thought 
of organizers from the County unit, as earlier 
advocated by Harriet Long in “Countywide 
= Service,” to the more elastic regional 
plan. 


After getting her M.A. Miss Fair was, for 
a short time, Acting Librarian of Wilson 
College in Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, her 
native state, going from there to be Acting 
Librarian at Emory University Library, 
from which position she was called to follow 
Miss Clara Howard as Director of the 
Library School of the New Jersey College 
for Women, which had been instituted at 
Rutgers University in 1928. With a small 
but able and devoted staff she began her 
work at the college. A campus associate, not 
herself a librarian, has written of her: 


“The school maintained a steady and sound 
growth during these years. Her professional 
standards were of the highest, and her vision of 
the place of the school and its service to the state 
was one of great significance and a guiding factor 
in her program. It is my personal opinion that 
she was one of the finest public relations persons 
we have had on our campus. I do not mean to 
imply that she was ever guilty of seeking pub- 
licity, but in her contacts and her service she was 
always mindful of the great responsibility a state 
university owes to the state and a library school 
owes to general service throughout the country. 
She represented the finest type of public relations. 
oe On our campus she was concerned with all 
the aspects of development in the growth of the 
college, in constructive changes in_ policies, 
organizations, and programs. She made herself 
felt in her thoughtful, wise, and inquiring attitude 
and participation. Her association with her 
students was an evidence of counselling at its best. 
She was understanding and sympathetic and at 
the same time made no compromise with her 
professional standards.” 


Several interesting experiments took place 
during her period as Director, such as the 
student project in Cataloging conducted in 
1930 by Mrs. Ruth Budd Galbraith (in- 
structor in Cataloging) with the advice of 
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Rudolf Hirsch, Director of the Union Li- 
brary Catalogue. This was an undertaking 
to establish authentic entries for the many 
New Jersey publications submitted to the 
Union Library Staff of the Philadelphia 
Bibliographic Center. The collection in- 
cluded “‘old broadsides, ancient maps of 
colonies, letters of homesick colonists, com- 
mittee reports — many existing entries writ- 
ten in quaint old script.” During the work 
which was done under a student committee 
consisting of a history major and two 
political science majors, three thousand 
cards were made involving seven hundred 
authors or author forms which gave the 
students, at least, a “gratifying realistic 
experience.” 

For twenty years Miss Fair has quietly 
but efficiently conducted the school. Now 
upon her retirement she has been chosen 
Visiting Professor assigned to the Library 
at the American University at Cairo, Egypt, 
under the Fulbright Act which ‘authorizes 
the use of foreign currencies and credits ac- 
quired through the sale of surplus property 
abroad for programs of educational exchange 
with other nations.” She will be responsible 
for the library and for relating its program 
to the educational program of the University. 
And so the years have carried her from just 
a library desk to this challenging experience. 

But to her friends she is not only the 
able, intelligent librarian with a _ broad 
liberal understanding and interpretation of 
her work and a capacity for organization, 
but she is the responsive audience, a ‘‘wise 
and witty story-teller with a good sense of 
drama and climax’’ and a staunch friend.

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DOCTORAL DISSERTATIONS IN ITALIAN ACCEPTED BY 
ROMANCE LANGUAGE DEPARTMENTS IN AMERICAN 
UNIVERSITIES 1876-1950 


By Howarp R. Marraro

The interest aroused by my paper on Doctoral Dissertations in Italian Accepted by American Universities 
1934-1948 has encouraged this writer to widen the ~~ of his original investigation so as to embrace the 
whole period — from 1876, the year in which the first Ph.D. degree was awarded by a Department of Ro- 
mance Languages, to the present day. Since the first Ph.D. in Romance Languages was awarded in 1876 by 
Harvard University to Lucius Henry Buckingham? this year marks the seventy-fifth anniversary of the grant- 
ing of the Ph.D. degrees in Romance Languages and Literatures. 

he first Ph.D. in Italian was conferred by Johns Hopkins in 1888 to Thomas McCabe whose dissertation 
was entitled The Morphology in Francesco Petrarca’s Cangoniere, accompanied by a general introduction and a 
critical glossary. During the sixty-two years that have since elapsed a total of 152 Ph.D. degrees in Italian 
have been awarded by twenty-two Romance Language Departments. The number of higher institutions 
awarding the degree in Italian has increased since the turn of the century. Whereas up to 1900, only four 
universities, Johns Hopkins (1888), Harvard (1895), Columbia (1896), and Yale (1898) had awarded the doc- 
torate in Italian, during the twenty-year period 1901-1920, seven other universities, Bryn Mawr ae Cor- 
nell (1908), Wisconsin (1909), Pennsylvania (1909), New York University (1912), Princeton (1914), and 
Illinois (1918) began to award the doctorate in Italian; from 1921 to 1940, nine other higher institutions con- 
ferred the degree in Italian: Catholic University (1922), Virginia (1931), Chicago (1931), Iowa (1931), Cali- 
fornia (1933), North Carolina (1937), Michigan (1937), Ohio State (1938), Northwestern (1938); and finally 
during the last decade (1941-1950) Pittsburgh (1942) and Fordham (1945) have awarded the degree in Italian. 

From the point of view of numbers, Columbia University leads the list with 39 doctorates in Italian. Har- 
vard with thirty-three Ph.D. degrees and Johns Hopkins with fifteen are second and third respectively. In 
other words, these three institutions have awarded eighty-seven doctorates or 56 percent of the total 152. All 
the other nineteen universities have awarded ten or less doctor’s degrees, as follows: Yale 10; California (Ber- 
keley) 8; Cornell 6; Wisconsin 6; Chicago 5; Bryn Mawr 4; Catholic University 3; Pennsylvania 3; New York 
University 3; Illinois 3; Princeton 3; Virginia 2; North Carolina 2; Pittsburgh 2; Fordham 2; Northwestern 1; 
Michigan 1; Iowa 1; and Ohio State 1. 

One difficulty encountered early in the course of the investigation was to determine which titles to include 
in, and which ones to exclude from, this list. After due consideration this writer decided to confine himself 
strictly to the Ph.D.’s awarded by Romance yr 8 Departments. In other words, the dissertation by 
Gaudenz Megaro on Vittorio Alfieri: Forerunner of Italian Nationalism was excluded because the degree was 
awarded in history; whereas, for example, the writer’s own American Opinion on the Unification of Italy was 
included because the degree was conferred in Italian. This criterion has been followed as far as it has been 
possible for the author to determine with accuracy. 

Again, as was pointed out in the earlier paper on the subject, the number of non-Italians receiving the doc- 
tor’s degree is larger than the number of Italians. Out of the total 152 candidates, eighty-five were non-Italians, 
and sixty-seven had Italian names. Again this author wishes to repeat for emphasis that he looks upon this 
circumstance as a healthy omen since it is his firm conviction that the future of Italian in the curriculum of 
American high schools and colleges will depend to a very great extent on the interest that non-Italians will 
take in the study and teaching of the language, literature, and culture of Italy. This statement, as the author 
said once before, must not be interpreted to mean that Italians should not continue to study and teach Italian 
in American high schools and colleges. 

As may be expected the subject-matter of these doctoral dissertations cover a wide range. In addition to 

several studies on influences of Italian men of letters and movements on English and French literatures, there 
are studies on the Sicilian School, the dolce stil nuovo, several on Dante’s minor works and on the Divine Comedy, 
Boccaccio, Petrarch, the poets and poetry of chivalry, the Renaissance, Machiavelli, Guicciardini, Italian 
fables, the teatro dell’arte, the nineteenth century, Verga, Capuana, the Italian historical novel, aspects and 
problems connected with the Italian language, linguistics, phonology, and dialects, and finally on literary 
criticism and philosophy. 
_ The og ce pr may give a serious shock to some of my colleagues, because they may discover how poor 
in quantity, and even more in quality, Italian studies have been in America. Personally I am not quite so 
alarmed. However, be that as it may, I think it becomes important and necessary that, every so often, we 
teachers of Italian take an wenger | of the work that we have accomplished. Only in this manner may we 
take note of our achievements and deficiencies and thus be better able to take the necessary measures to im- 
prove on our work. It is only with this purpose in mind that I have compiled what I think is the first com- 
prehensive bibliography of Ph.D.’s in Italian in American universities. 

The list that follows is arranged by universities, according to number of doctorates awarded in Italian. 
Under each university there is listed, in oe. order, the name of the author, the title of the disserta- 
tion, and other pertinent bibliographical data. In the case of unpublished dissertations, there is indicated, 
as far as possible, the reference to the printed abstracts. Some graduate faculties, however, do not print ab-
